I recently received a 
letter from Mr, Frederick C, 
Hervey (WHKW,WLFM, Chilton, 
Wis.). Im this letter Mr, 
Hervey aired his views on the 
demise of college carrier 
current tramsmission, His main 
points were that many stations 
are illegally operating and many 
were of poor quality technically, 
compared to their commerical 
cousins, 

His answer to the problem 
was FM, 

I too sincerely believe FM 
is the answer to college needs, 
however, there are several stun- 
bling blocks, 

Does the average college 
station have the program integ- 
rity and ability to support live 
FM operation which represents his 
institution to anywhere from five 
thousand to fiwe million people? 
Can these small stations support 
themselwes financially and tech- 
nically? 

I personally believe com- 
mercial as well as educational 
FM is the natural answer to col- 
lege needs, However, carrier 
current is an excellent comprom- 
ise for many situations and sho- 
uld be considered valid as such,

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BBC TAPES AVAILABLE 


Distribution of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation's "Roundup 
of the Weeklies" has been taken 
over by Broadcasting Foundation 
of America, 

The BBC last month discontinued 
distribution of the tapes, a ten 
year old service, citing the 
British dollar short age as the 
reason, 

BFA, a non-profit organizae 
tion distributing music and talks 
from 50 countries, decided to dis- 
tribute what they termed "this 
valuable program", 

As with the system employed 
by the BBC, BFA will not charge 
for the tapes, except for a non- 
inal fee for mailing and engin- 
eering. One dollar per program 
will be charged to each station, 

The programs will be air- 
mailed to participating stations 
on Fridays, thus enabling early 
scheduling,
